Johnson was first appointed to the con- 
sular service in 1872, and has several 
times undergone investigation and was 
once relieved, but soon re-entered tho 
service, and has maintained his posi- 
tion upon tho representation that ho 
was repeatedly wounded at various 
battles during1 the civil wnr, and was 
thereby greatly impaired in health. 


Recent charges an to his accounts and 


official conduct led to an investigation 
of his military service, which showed 
that his army record was bad; that ho 
was not in the service at the time and 
did not participate in the battles ag 
alleged, and that tho claim inado as to 
his wounds was unfounded. 
He was 


also found to be guilty of presenting 
fraudulent accounts as consul.

ENDED RECENTLY ID SUDDEN FAILURE 


To Bo Called to Answer at rhe Bar of 


Justice on a Charge ol Procuring 


Money Under False Pretense* 


—Extradition Awaited. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 20.— Wlllard 


K. Winner, the speculator whose mo- 
toorlc flight through the financial sky 
blinded even conservative inouied men 
liy its fnlso brilliancy, n.nd in whose 
stupendous Kansas City projects mil- 
lions of dollars, drained from all Amer- 
ica, were swiftly mink, may before 
many days answer at the bar of jus- 
tice in a Pennsylvania court to an in- 
dictment charging 
him 
with the 


procurement of money under false 
prctonses. 


An agent of thnt state now awaits In 


the oftk'o of the governor of Missouri 
the pleasure of the executive who has 
under consideration nn application of 
the governor of Pennsylvania for the 
extradition of Winner. At the past court 
of quarter sessions in Philadelphia an 
Indictment against him was obtained 
at the Instance of James li. Cr.mmant, 
a multimillionaire of 1'ottstovm, Pa., 
who charged that Winner had procured 
J13.000 from him by false pretenses 
two or three ago. 


Ten years ago Winner was a clerk 


in the post office in this city. Begin- 
ning with dealing In small investments 
his capital increased rapidly until In a 
few years he stepped Into a place of 
wealth apd power. 
From the enter- 


prises of the Winner Investment Co. 
there branched out related schemes, of 
which he was the guiding spirit, the 
aggregate 
capitalization 
of which 


reached into the millions o! dollars. 
There was the Winner J!ridge Co.. the 
Chicago, 
Kansas 
City 
& 
Texas 


Railway 
Co., the 
natural 
se- 


quence 
of 
the 
bridge 
project. 


In these two schemes alone millions 
of dollars of eastern money now lie 
dormant. Then there was the Winner 
Building Co., which has bought nearly 
o block of gL-ound in the center of the 
city anil begun the construction of a 
large office building; the Winner Im- 
provement Co., the Winner this and 
the Winner that. All with their sepa- 
rate capitalization expressed in many 
successive ciphers, owed their several 
existences to the financier's brain. 


Into one of these enterprises Mil- 


lionaire McCammant put $12,000. Two 
or more years ago came the crash, and 
all the associated Winner enterprises 
collapsed. Winner left town and is 
now engaged in the railroad business 
in St. Louis. 
Mr. McCammant de- 


manded an investigation and secured 
the indictment last January. The de- 
lay in issuing requisition papers is duo 
to Winner's r/romiso to Oov. Francis 
that he would appear in Philadelphia 
at the next term of court voluntarily; 
but Winner did not go, and now his ex- 
tradition is formally demanded. Oov. 
Francis has the cage under considera- 
tion. 


AN UNANSWERABLE ARGUMENT. 


A Conflict oi Authority Between United 


States and Municipal Agente. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 20.—There 


is a conflict of jurisdiction between the 
city and the United States thnt is 
causing considerable comment in local 
circles. Some days ago the city con- 
tracted with an electric light cempiny 
topnt ur. 800 lights, and the company 
began erecting the poles. The work- 
men readied the arsenal grounds Sat- 
urday and began "erecting poles. 


When Maj. Varney, in command at 


the arsenal, ordered them away, they 
refused to leave, and the major called 
out a squad of regulars and ordered a 
chargo on tho workmen with 1lxed 
bayonets. This was an unanswerable 
argument, and tho workmen fled from 
the grounds, leaving tholr tools in pos- 
session of the victors. Why Varney ob- 
jected t» tho poles being placed upon 
the grounds is not known, and no dc* 
clines to give any explanation. The 
matter will be carried to the federal 
court. 


Indignant Democrats.

siderable indignation at democratic 
headquarters over tho confiJential let- 
ter which has been sent out by the re- 
publican campaign committee request- 
ing the name of a good democrat who 
might be "induced" to vote the repub- 
lican ticket. The circular also assures 
the recipient that his services will not 
bo forgotten. In on interview with 
Mr. Charles R. do Forest, chairman of 
the democratic state campaign commit- 
tee, he said: ''Mr. Racket's action in 
sending out this letter will be closely 
watched, and the first step to violate 
the law will be met with prompt pun- 
ishment. We do uot propose to have 
any 'blocks of five1 scheme worked on 
us this fall."

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


No Likelihood of Its Early Meetlnff-Sen- 


ator Allison's Relation to It. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—There has 


been no arrangement yet concluded for 
holding1 tho international monetary 
conference. 
Correspondence on the 


subject ot a place for the meeting was 
interrupted by tho presence of the 
cholera scare, and it is now as uncer- 
tain as ever where tho conference will 
be held. A date for its assembling-, 
which cannot well be announced until 
after the place of meeting has been 
agreed upon, is of course, equally a 
matter of'doubt 


Treasury officials say it is doubtless 


the basis of the report printed in soino 
of the western papers that Senator 
Allison, of Iowa, one of the commis- 
sioners from the United States could 
not attend tho conference, but remain 
in Iowa during- the campaign. 
There 


is no probability now that this confer- 
ence will bo held until after the elec- 
tion, so that the senator may, without 
regard to that event, continue his cam- 
paign services without interuption. 


Hut the delay may result in losing to 


tho country and tho conference the 
services of Senator Allison. 
Uo is 


chairman of the senate committee on 
appropriations, and his absence would 
Heriously cripple tho committee in its 
works. This is especially true at this 
time. The next session of congress will 
bo a short one, lasting but 
three 


months, including the holiday recess. 
The work of tho committee is usually 
dono to a considerable extent in the 
morth that intervenes between elec- 
tion and the meeting of congress. In 
view of the importance of the task, coin- 
mltt»;d to him by the senate, It is not 
improbable that Senator Allison may 
conclude that he can be of much more 
service in Washington than at the mon- 
etary conference, and decide to remain 
at home. There has, however, been no 
official correspondence on the subject- 
it has only boon informally considered 
as one of the probabilities.

With such inducements held out to 
them the Indians foci that they would 
In- ro warded instead of punished for any 
deviltry which they might commit. 


In many crises the whites who lust 


property in tho Indian troubles are yet 
waiting for an opportunity to obtain a 
hearing tipon thoir claims, and it will 
bo year* before some of them are paid.

thp promises quarantined to all cattle from 
thnt date to tho present time."

slvo that the grounds for the present procla- 
mation wro ample, and its Issue and tho rais- 
ing of quarantine in tbo United States thor- 
oughly justified by tbo fucta.

He eat upon 
the platform till an hour before sundown 
and then started to walk to the home of 
his daughter, a distance ot two milee. 
When near the railway the old gentle- 
man was struck and knocked down by a 
runaway team and badly bruised and 
shaken up 
He was taken to Mrs. 


Shoaff's house, and since the accident 
hes been under the influence of opiates 
to relieve bis Buffering. His great age 
and enfeebled condition gives but little 
hope that he will be able to survive the 
shook to his system.
